REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 
| FOR 19438 


To the School Committee: 


I herewith submit my thirty-second annual report, which is 
the seventy-sixth in the series of annual reports by the super- 
intendents, and the one hundred and fourth of the printed 
reports of the School Committee of Cambridge. 

To our schools, as to the community and the nation, the war 
has brought drastic changes, new problems and duties. In the 
schools, as in the nation, these war problems and needs come 
first. When victory is won, there will be many questions for 
educators to ask, many needs to consider. Now there is one. 
“Are we in the schools, students, teachers and administrators, 
doing all we can to serve our embattled and endangered nation?” 

Here in Cambridge, the answer is yes. The community 
may be proud, as your superintendent is proud, of the spirit 
with which Cambridge children and teachers have met the chal- 
lenge of the war, have put their shoulders to the wheel of the 
national effort. With unselfish and untiring devotion, they are 
doing what they can to make certain and to hasten the day of 
the Victory. 

Though space forbids here a detailed report of them, the 
war has brought new activities and problems to every depart- 
ment, to every school, and to each classroom. Pre-induction 
training is being given to the older boys soon to be called to 
the armed services. To implement that training, new courses 
have been added to the curricula of our high schools. The De- 
partment of Physical Education is carrying forward vigorously 
the physical fitness program recommended by the U. 8S. Bureau 
of Education, and by the Army and Navy Commands. The 
Department of Measurement and Adjustment has organized and 
supervised the Army-Navy College Qualifying Tests, (V-12, 
A-12). This department also gives tests to determine the fitness 
of candidates for special pre-induction courses in mathematics 
and aeronautics. 
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To assist mothers employed in local war industries, child- 
care centers have been established in six of our schools. In 
these centers approximately two hundred little ones, between 
the ages of three and five, are cared for from early morning 
until late afternoon. This service, like many of our new activi- 
ties, is of immediate value to war production, and of lasting 
value to the children concerned, and thus to the community. 
These are but a few and typical examples of our new and war- 
time duties. 

After school hours, students and teachers alike are giving 
generously of their time and strength and means to the war- 
time community services. They have been of real service to the 
Ration Board, to Civilian Defense, and to the Red Cross. 

There are, too, problems and difficulties born of the war 
emergency, which cannot be solved while this emergency con- 
tinues. Children, no less than their parents, suffer the wartime 
strains, react to the war’s uncertainties and fears. Children 
need above all, at home and in school, emotional peace. Lacking 
that, a sense of personal and family stability and safety, they 
become without knowing why, restless and nervous, subcon- 
sciously afraid. Their teachers, themselves subject to the same 
strains, are called upon, as never before, for patience and kind- 
ness and wisdom. Daily and strongly the teachers are answer-, 
ing that call, keeping our classrooms places of disciplined and 
tranquil activity. 

Many of our children, because their mothers are working, 
are going from school to empty homes. This employment of 
mothers may be necessary, but if so it is a necessary evil. Such 
children are in danger. Other students, especially in our high 
schools, hurry from school to afternoon and night-time employ- 
ment. In the Rindge Technical School, ninety percent of the 
senior class are thus employed, and seventy-five percent of the 
freshmen. Such after-school employment is proving too heavy 
a burden for many of the young people who have bravely as- 
sumed it. Such employment inevitably results in a lowering of 
scholarship, in absences and sickness. Our children are anxious 
to serve. Parents and teachers alike need be anxious lest the 
children serve beyond their strength. Any long continued 
strain now, any over-burdening of children, may be a war-need; 
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but it is also a war cost, payment for which must be made in 
the years to come. Even now while we give our utmost to the 
immediate necessities, we need be mindul of those years to come; 
mindful that the health of our children today is the strength of 
our nation, tomorrow. 

Our duty as educators is three-fold. We must contribute 
our best to winning the war; thus protecting our liberties, we 
must protect no less our children; we must look forward to the 
peace, lest ill-prepared and unready, we lose it. 

All men are agreed that the peace will usher in a new era, 
new conditions and ways of living. There will be no returning 
to normalcy, no going back to safety. We must go forward to 
safety. And the school must go forward. To serve with con- 
tinued efficiency, they must change with the changing ways of 
life. The new skills that are needed, we must be prepared to 
teach, and the new ideals of larger planning, of world-wide 
cooperation. Yet the one ideal on which any lasting peace must 
be based, is not new, but twenty centuries old. The brotherhood 
of all men. In this new world that will dawn with the peace, 
men must be brothers, or perish under the weight of the ma- 
chines they have made. We must teach that. 

We must have new courses, textbooks, methods, and ob- 
jectives. Yet all these will not change, and must not, the basic 
tasks of education. We must go forward, but carefully, and 
carrying with us the unchanging tasks and proven truths. We 
must still teach reading and writing and arithmetic. We must 
prepare children to be economically self-supporting, to be 
healthy, contented, and useful citizens. 

How can we teach them to be good citizens of the new 
world? The answer is, by teaching them first to be good citi- 
zens of Cambridge. The children of tomorrow may travel fast 
and far, but they will carry with them, their Cambridge educa- 
tion, the attitudes and skills and virtues they practiced at home. 
We must first teach our Cambridge children to live here, in this 
their own community, with good-will toward their neighbor 
across the street, respecting that neighbor’s religion and race. 
For good-will must cross the street, before it reaches to far 
places and peoples. When we have taught our children to love 
and be proud of Cambridge, to help support its institutions, to 
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share in its good government, we have begun, in the only pos- 
sible and practical way, their training for world citizenship. 
The primary need of our schools will not change tomorrow; 
that need is good teaching. Texts and methods will improve, 
but only good citizens will make good citizens. 

Herein lies our strength today, our hope for tomorrow. For 
the teachers of Cambridge have proved themselves good citizens. 
Bearing now increased economic burdens, and heavier work- 
burdens; they have contributed generously to every public call 
for funds, or for service. They have maintained with quiet 
courage, a high morale, high standards of personal and profes- 
sional conduct. They need and they deserve the support and 
the appreciation of their fellow citizens. 

In the days to come, there is much evidence that our na- 
tional government will increasingly support and guide the 
schools of the nation. That is good, but it contains an element 
of danger. There is therein the danger of weakening the struc- 
ture of our self-government, which is our essential democracy. 
The first responsibility for the schools of Cambridge should re- 
main in the hands of Cambridge citizens. After long service 
as a school executive, I am firmly and deeply convinced that the 
citizens should control their own schools, through their chosen 
representatives, the members of the School Committee. For the 
School Committee know local conditions and problems as no 
national experts or bureaus can. The School Committee mem- 
ber speaks and acts for his neighbor; for parents and children; 
and no less for his neighbor, the teacher. Enlightened com- 
munities such as ours, choose good school committees. Good 
committees result in good schools. That is the American way, 
the safest and best. 

With pride and with gratitude I here record my debt to my 
colleagues of the Cambridge School Department. For many 
years we have worked side by side at a common task. What 
has been done that is good, we have done together. For many 
years I have been given the precious gift of their friendship 
and trust. I have tried to be worthy of it. 

It is but justice to the administrative staff, to record here 
that during my recent illness, they have worked generously and 
well. The assistant superintendent, with untiring energy, with 
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splendid efficiency, with unselfish loyalty, has carried well a 
heavy and difficult burden. 

I have no words to fully express my gratitude to His Honor, 
the Chairman, and to each member of the present Committee, 
for their kindness to me personally.
